I advocate that the actual settler 
alone be allowed to purchase these 
lands,*!because under the five year 
lease law, the grafter and money kings 
have control of great bodies of the 
very best lands owrncd by fullbloods 
who live in the hills, paying them 
small sums as rental for their surplus 


Indian child’s land if need be for its 
betterment, its maintenance and edu­ 
cation, rather 
than 
let it become 
pauperized and grow up in ignorance? 
The proposition of raising money to 
carry on our county and state govern­ 
ment is the immediate serious question 
now confronting us, owing to existing 
legislation attempting to protect the 
Indian citizen from paying taxes on his 
land. 
This provision was required by 
these tribes in making what is known 
as the Atoka Treaty. 
Several years ago I saw the impend­ 
ing difficulties and tried to convince the- 
Ijovemors of the Chickasaws and ( hoc - 
taws that this e

was an injury to their people; inasmuch 
as it diminished the value of the lands 
they had to sell. 
I asked them to have 
their council annul that part of the 
treaty before their government ex­ 
pired, under the law. I doubted the 
power of the federal government to 
exempt them from taxation after their 
tribal government had ceased and they 
had divided their lands and become 
United States citizens in the fullest 
sense of the word.

I desired to save them the odium of a 
privileged class, which they justly de­ 
serve if they do not come to the rescue 
of our struggling new state govern­ 
ment, and render all their allotted 
lands for taxation. 
All patriotic citi­ 
zens will do this, law or no law. 
The citizen who is not willing to pay 
his part in the maintainance of the 
government that protects him, is un­ 
worthy of the name. 
Neither should he be allowed to go to 
the polls and vote upon government 
measures, much less be accorded the 
privilege of holding office.

Many State* to

open the System of Canals Which 
Years Ago Were Such Fac­ 
tors of Transportation. 


It begins to look as though Hie can­ 
als iii various states of the east and 
central west which have beeu practi­ 
cally abandoned for years, are to en­ 
ter upon a new lease of lilt' and again 
become an important factor in the 
commercial life of the nation. 
New 
York is spending millions in her arti­ 
ficial waterways, and tin* subject Is 
being agitated in other states. 
Pennsylvania is the latest state to 
feel the r e v i v a l of i n t e r e s t , a s shown 
by t h e indorsement which the state 
water supply commission has given 
to the p la n for a system of 
canals 
In 
the 
s t a t e , 
and 
it 
comes 
like 
an echo of the e a r l y years of the 
la s t 
c en tu ry 
when 
P e n n s y l v a n i a n s 
were alm ost delirious w ith numerous 
projects for internal 
Improvem ents. 
The commission, according to John 
Rirkinbine, the engineer m e m b e r of 
that body, dee- not advocate t h e es­ 
tablishment of new canals, but sug­ 
gests very p la in ly that the cheap s y s ­ 
tem of transportation offered by in­ 
land water routes might 
be 
revived 
were the legislature to enact laws 
which would cover the general subject 
and prevent these a v e n u e s of com­ 
merce from falling into “unfriendly 
hands.** 
Hy “unfriendly hands" Is meant, of 
c o u r s e , the railroads, which practically 
have rendered the artificial waterways 
of the state nearly obsolete, either by 
buying competing canals and allowing 
them to go to waste o r by forcing 
them into docile acquiescence. 
It is Interesting to recall that Penn* 
Sylvania 
was 
the 
pioneer 
among 
states which a century or more ago 
began to turn their attention toward 
canal building. 
At that time the lo­ 
comotive had not been Invented, at 
least no practicable machine had been 
brought forward. 
The only means of 
inland transportation for either pas­ 
sengers or freight was by means of 
wagons. 
So early as 1702 it was proposed to ; 
connect Lake Erie and the Ohio river j 
with the Delaware by means of 
a 
canal. 
David Rittenhouse and 
Rev. 
William Smith surveyed a route 
be­ 
tween the Susquehanna and Schuyl­ 
kill by way of the Swatara and Tul- 
pehocken. 
In 1791 a company was 
formed to construct the canal, and 
the following year another company 
was incorporated to build a canal from 
Norristown to the Delaware at Phil­ 
adelphia and to improve the naviga­ 
tion of tho Schuylkill. 
These com­ 
panies actually began work. and after 


they had spent $400,000, an enormous 
sum for those times, the construction 
was suspended for a time. 
The two 
companies were united in IMI as the 
Union Canal company, and after many 
embarrassments finally completed tho 
work in I*-7. 
Within a few years after the open­ 
ing of the nineteenth century the state 
wits engrossed in canal projects, I anal 
routes were surveyed in almost ovtiy 
county. 
Following this impulse to the inter­ 
nal improvement there was a general 
q u i c k e n i n g of public interest in the 
resources of the state. 
ltecause of 
new facility in transportation anthra­ 
cite began to be used where wood 
had formerly bet rn tin* only fuel. Iron 
mines and salt wells were opened, 
stimulated by the tariff of I SJH, and 
the great bituminous coal fields in 
the western part of the state became

an additional field for enterprise. Tho i 
great internal improvements success­ 
fully executed in the decade between 
ls2u and 1836 were among the most 
ambitious undertakings ever accom­ 
plished by any commonwealth in tho 
new world. 
By October, 1834, the 
Philadelphia & Columbia railroad was 
opened for travel, the main line of 
canal had been finished, and the com­ 
pletion of the 
Allegheny 
I ortago 
railroad made it possible for an emi­ 
grant boat from the north branch of 
the Susquehanna to pass over 
the 
m o u n t a i n s , and proceed 
b y way of 
the canal at Johnstown, on its route 
to St. l/ouls. 
In ISS** the canals and railroads un­ 
d e r t a k e n at the expense of the state 
a n d c o n t r o l l e d by t h e legislature as 
public 
p r o p e r t y 
had a mileage 
of 
426V. miles, and LM1* miles of state 
canals were in course of construction. 
At the same time there were in op­ 
e r a t i o n ‘2561* miles of canals owned 
and operated by private corporations. 
Rut the area of railroad building wa* 
d a w n in g , and almost before th** canal 
system had matured it was render­ 
ed obsolete by the speedier methods 
of transportation. 


A discovery has been made by the 
engineers employed In the construc­ 
tion of the Panama canal, and that 
is that food, good food and plenty of 
It, must be depended upon to get a 
good day's work out of the laborers 
engaged in the excavating operations. 
And with this discovery has come the 
realization that the feeding of this 
great army of workers is now one of 
the most vital concerns of the enter­ 
prise. 
Where formerly the negroes 
behind the shovel failed to eat enough 
nourishing food 
to 
sustain 
them­ 
selves against the climate and nine 
hours daily toil, the government is 
now feeding them on food which they 
may not like but which is good for 
them. 
They may complain, but the 
belief of the chief ditch diggers Is 
that a great problem has been solved. 
The credit is largely due to Jackson 
Smith, superintendent of labor and 
quarters on the Isthmus. 
President Roosevelt while on the 
isthmus questioned a negro foreman 
who had worked in Panama with the 
French. This foreman now has charge 
of CO men. 
An average of four or 
five, he told the president, were taken 
ill each day with sudden 
faintness. 
This he attributed to their failure to 
feed themselves properly. 
Further questioning negro laborers, 
who came from the Rarbadoes, Ja­ 
maica and others of the West Indies, 
President Roosevelt learned that al­ 
most without exception they prepared 
their own food In preference to eating 
In the messes established 
by 
the 
canal commission. 
l*Tt to their own 
* resources these negroes dined on a 


J couple of yams and a bit of fish. 
A 
glance into their cook i>ots found no 
| sign of the dark colors which bubble 
where highly nutritious foods are pre- 
; pared. 
It was a noteworthy fact that the 
healthiest negroes on the isthmus at 
this time were those in jail. 
I hey 
were fed what the commissariat chose 
to feed them, which was thick soups, 
fresh meat and wholesome vegetables. 
The transfer of the work to the en­ 
gineering corps will make no change 
in this feeding policy. 
The lowest class of laborers re­ 
ceived. prior tt) February I, when the 
new system was put in effect, 
*.9 
cents an hour in silver, which is ten 
cents an hour Iii American 
money. 
As they worked nine hours a 
day 
their wage was 90 cents. 
Since Feb­ 
ruary I their pay has been reduced 
from 20 cents to 13 Ll cents, silver, 
an hour, but they receive for each 


nine hours’ Jailor tlireo tickets 
fof 
meals at mess kitchens, which 
are 
located convenient to their work. The 
difference between the old wage and 
the new Is the cost of the food. 
The laborer is not compelled to eat 
in the mess kitchen meals, but he Is 
not likely to refuse them, when so 
doing means that he will have 
to 
spend elsewhere a considerable part 
of the remaining wage for food. 
The 
practical effect is that upward of 13,* 
OOO laborers are being turned from fa­ 
miliar but insufficient food to new but 
nutritious meals. 
Five 
thousand 
Spanish 
laborers 
have been brought in. 
They have 
none of the faults of the negroes and 
have not fallen Into the habit of neg 
lecting themselves as to food.

Presented to Church He Once Served 
as Minister. 


Boston —A quaint old chair once be 
longing to John Eliot, the tamous 


WISCONSIN MOUNDS HOME FOR LEPERS. 


There is a disposition to accord the 
Archaeologist and his work more con­ 
sideration than formerly. 
Years ago 
the average American was too busy 
with the present to bother himself 
much about the past. But as research 
and investigation have opened 
up 
some of the pages of the history of 
former ages and given glimpses of the 
peoples and mammals which lived in 
that far off time, there has develope I 
a growing regard 
for 
ruins 
and 
relics which have their stories to tell 
of by gone ages. 
The national gov­ 
ernment is paying more heed to the 
Aztec ruins in Arizona, and almost 
every state in the union is showing a 
disposition 
to 
preserve 
anything 
which the archaeologist is able to 
point to as forming a link between 
the past and the present. 
In Wisconsin iii the Devil’s Lake 
-cgion 
are 
mounds 
of prehistoric 
origin which the archaeological so­ 
ciety of the state has surveyed and 
which according to the present plan 
are to be included in a large park 
to be established by the state. 
It is 
urg< I that the several fine 
groups 
and s o l it a r y mounds be appropriately 
marked. 
Although these mounds are 
prominent and conspicuous it is a 
fact that many summer visitors to the 
section, through ignorance of their 
presence, fail to observe these re­ 
markable earthworks. 
Rest known. 
perhaps, is a great bird effigy having 
a wing extent of about L>0 feet. 
I ho 
great tail is forked and the wings uh 
bent near the tips. 
The bird Is rep­ 
resented as flying toward the lake, 
the shore of which is but a few rods 
distant. 
A well worn 
path 
from 
Devil’s Lake station to the boat land­ 
ing crosses the north wing, a pavilion 
stands on the tip of the tail, and a 
Jiotel building on the south 
wing. 
A few rods north of the old Cliff 
house at the north end of the* lake is 
a long, low mound which has been 


cut in two by the railroad. 
Some 30 
r o d s to the west 
are 
two 
linear 
mounds, one extending out into the 
public road, tho other nearly parellel 
to tho lake shore. 
Further west anti 
directly in front of the well known 
Claude cottage is a group. 
Of this 
group an effigy intended to represent 
a bear, a type of aboriginal earth­ 
work common to the Baraboo region, 
and a linear mound are still well de­ 
fined. 
Traces of others, now sadly 
mutilated, are still to be seen among 
the trees and near the bank. 
Upon 
the very crest of the terminal moraine 
and a short distance to the northeast 
of these is a well-preserved 
effigy 
known to student as 
the 
“Lynx.” 
which animal its outline does indeed 
suggest. 
Its length is 21 
feet and it 
(Kcupies 
an area about nine 
rods 
square. 
The head 
is 
remarkably 
large in proportion to the body and 
short tail. 
The body is over three 
feet in height. 
This fine effigy is at 
present surrounded by trees and is in 
such a position that It should remain 
a well preserved evidence of aborig­ 
inal mound 
building for 
many years 
to come. 
It is one of a type not often 
encountered and the visitor strolling 


I over the sunny hillsides and ranges 
of this beautiful region may profit­ 
ably pause in bis rambles to admire it 
and 
ponder 
over 
its 
significance. 
These mounds comprise 
the 
fixed 
archeological features of the region 
included within the 
intended 
park 
limits. 
Properly marked they should 
prove a great and interesting attrac­ 
tion tf> visitors. vIt is not sentiment 
alone that demands their permanent 
preservation. 
A wholesome and in­ 
telligent interest in Wisconsin’s early 
aboriginal remains is becoming more 
and more general. “It is significant,’* 
rem arks the Milwaukee Sentinel, “that 
with a few exceptions all the known 
effigy mounds are confined 
to 
out 
state. Thither must all students corm 
for inductive study of these. 


“Can leprosy be cured?” is a ques­ 
tion which apparently has been an­ 
swered by a refuge for lepers in Louis­ 
iana in the affirmative, and there are 
Indications that within a few years 
the United States will have a national 
homo for the treatment of the dread 
disease. 


T h e r e is now only one place on this 
continent where the leper may find a 
refuge and a home that will afford 
him all tho necessary comforts of life. 
This home is situated in the state of 
louisiana, In Iberville parish, on a 
large tract of land bordering the Mis­ 
sissippi river, and in ante-bellum days 
was called Indian 
camp plantation. 
The same name still clings to the es- I 
tate, but instead of an old fashioned 
plantation house, with its barns and J 
stables and negro quarters and its 
fields green with cane or white with 
cotton, there is the attractive admin- j 
(Stratton building remodeled from the 
ancient plantation “big house,” and 
clustered about a number 
of 
low, 
roomy modern brick structures which I 
serve as sleeping quarters and treat­ 
ment rooms for the patients. 
This is the leper house of the state 
of Louisiana, directly under state over- 
sight and governed by a board of con­ 
trol. 
Hero for the last few years Dr. 
Isadore Dyer, consulting horologist, 
and Dr. Ralph Hopkins, visiting physi­ 
cian, have struggled to cure the dis­ 
ease, and slowly but surely limy have 
demonstrated, they declare, that if it 
be taken in hand before the last stages 
have been reached, leprosy, by means 
of a certain course of treatment. 
Since 1S94 there have been admit­ 
ted to the home 101 patients. Of this 
number three* have been discharged as 
cured, 40 have died, 14 have abscond­ 
ed—that is, run away from the home 
—and 44 remain at Indian Camp. 
Of the three cases discharged the 
first was that of a boy admitted in 
October, 1902, at. the age or 13. 
He 
was discharged December 7, 1904, as 
cured, and has been kept under ob­ 
servation ever since. 
Reports show 
that there has been no return of

any evidence of the disease. 
The second case was that of 
a 
woman admitted August IO, 1900. at 
the age of 50, and discharged cured 
December 19. 1905. 
There has been 
no evidence of a recurrence of the 
disease In her cast*. 
This patient was 
kept IS months 
under 
observation 
after lesions had disappeared beforo 
sin* was discharged from the home. 
Tilt* third case was that of a woman 
admitted June 2. 1904. at the age of 
30 years, and discharged 
April 
25, 
1906, cured. 
She was kept at the 
home more than a year under observa­ 
tion after the lesions had disappeared. 
Eight of the* patients now at the 
home show a type of arrested disease, 
with no active lesions and no 
evi­ 
dence of the disease except pigmenta­ 
tion. 
Of this number at least six are 
now under observation, with a view 
to their discharge after a reasonable 
period of freedom from the disease. 
This is the triumph of medical sci­ 
ence at the louisiana 
state* 
leper 
home, but it is only the beginning. It 
represents m any years of toil and self- 
denial on th** part of public spirited 
citizens, 
attending 
physicians, and 
last, but probably greatest of all, the 
Sisters of Charity who have ch-voted 
the*ir livt-s to ministering to the lep- 
! ors. 
The treatment which 
has 
accom­ 
plished such wonderful results con­ 
sists, it is 
said, 
in 
administering 
ichthyol, chlorate of potash, strych­ 
nine, salicylate of soda, chaulmugra 
oil and arsenic. 
The* best 
results 
seem to follow the 
treatment 
with 
chaulmugra oil and 
strychnine, 
the 
three* patients discharged as cured 
having had this course. 
The method of treatment is largely 
one of nutritipn, it being known that 
if a resistance can be established in 
the individual patient the* disease will 
disappear. All patients, therefore, are 
required to take- daily hot baths, eat 
plenty of wholesome food, without re­ 
spect to its being fish, flesh, fowl or 
vegetable, and to spend as much time 
as possible in the open qir and sun­ 
shine.

ARTIFICIAL WATERWAYS. 


Disposition in Many State* to Re- 


open the System of Canals Which 


Y*ars Ago Were Such Fac- 


tors of Transportation. 


It begins to look as though the can- 


als In various states of tho east and 
central west which have been practi- 
cally abandoned for years, are to en- 
ter upon a new lease of life and again 
become an important factor in the 
^>mmercial life of the nation. 
New 


York Is spending millions in her arti- 
ficial waterways, and the subject Is 
being agitated in other states. 


Pennsylvania is the latest state to 


feel the revival of Interest, as shown 
by the indorsement which the state 
water supply commission has given 
to tie plan for a system of canals 
In Ihe state, 
and 
It 
comes 
HUe 


»n echo of the early years of the 
last century 
when 
Pennsylvanians 


were almost delirious with numerous 
projects for internal Improvements. 
The commission, according to John 
Hirkinblne, the engineer member ot 
that body, .lie^ not advocate the es- 
tablishment of new canals, but sug- 
gests very plainly that the cheap sys- 
tem of transportation offered by in- 
1-nd water ron'o* might 
be 
revived 


were the legislature to enact laws 
which would cover the general subject 
and prevent these avenues of com- 
merce from falling 
into "unfriendly 


hands." 


l!y ••unfriendly hands" Is meant, of 


course, the railroads, which practically 
have rendered Che artificial waterways 
of the state nearly obsolete, either by 
bu.Mng competing canals anil allowing 
them to go to waste or by forcing 
them Into docile acquiescence. 


It is Interesting to recall that Penn- 


sylvania 
was 
the 
pioneer 
among 


states which a century or more ago 
began to turn their attention toward 
canal building. 
At that time the lo- 


comotive hail not been Invented, at 
least no practicable machine had been 
brought forward. 
The only means of 


Inland transportation for either pas- 
sengers or freight was by means of 
wagons. 


So early aa 1762 It was proposed to 


connect Lake Krio and the Ohio river 
with, >he Delaware by means of 
a 


canal. 
Da\ id Kittenhouse and 
Rev. 


SVilham Smith surveyed a route 
be- 


tween the Susquehanna and Schuyl- 
kill by way of the Swatara and Till- 
pehocken. 
In 1701 a company was 


formed to construct the canal, and 
the following year another company 
was Incorporated to build a canal from 
Norristown to the Delaware at Phil- 
adelphia and to improve the naviga- 
tion of the Schuylklll. 
These com- 


panies actually began work, and after 


they bad spent J400.000. an enormous 
sum for those times, the construction 
was suspended for a time. The two 
companies were united In 1811 aa the 
Union Canal company, and after many 
embarrassments finally completed the 
work in 1827. 
Within a few years after the open- 


Ing of the nineteenth century the state 
was engrossed in canal projects. Canal 
routes were surveyed in almost every

A discovery has been made by the 


engineers employed in the construc- 
tion of the Panama canal, and that 
Is that food, good food and plenty of 
It, must be depended upon to get a 
good' day's work out of the laborers 
errgaged In tho excavating operations. 
And with this discovery has come the 
realization that the feeding of this 
great army of workers Is now one o 
the most vital concerns of the enter 
prise, 
Where formerly the negroes 


behind the shovel failed to eat enough 
nourishing food 
to 
sustain 
them 


selves against the climate and nine 
hours daily toll, the government 1 
now feeding them on food which they 
may not like but which is good to 
them. 
They may complain, but th 


belief of the chief ditch diggers 1 
that a great problem has been solve; 
Tho credit Is largely due to Jackso 
Smith, superintendent of labor an 
quarters on the Isthmus. 


President Roosevelt while on th 


Isthmus questioned a negro forerna 
who had worked in Panama with th 
French. This foreman now has charge 
of 20 men. 
An average of four or 


five, ho told the president, were taken 
ill each day with sudden 
falntness. 


This he attributed to their failure to 
feed themselves properly. 


Further questioning negro laborers, 


who came from the liarbadoes, Ja- 
maica and others of the West Indies. 
President Roosevelt learned that al- 
most without exception they prepared 
their own food In preference to eating 
In the messes established 
by 
the 


canal commission. 
Left to their own 


resources these negroes dined on a 
couple of yams and a bit of fish. A 
glance Into their cook pots found no 
sign of the dark colors which bubble 
where highly nutritious foods are pre- 
pared. 


It was a noteworthy fact that the 


healthiest negroes on the Isthmus at 
this time were those in jail. 
They 


were fed what the commissariat chose 
to feed them, which was thick soups, 
fresh meat and wholesome vegetables. 
The transfer of the work to the en- 
gineering corps will make no change 
in this feeding policy. 


The lowest class of laborers re- 


ceived prior to February 1, when the 
new system was put In effect, 
10 


cents an hour In silver, which is ten 
cents an hour In American 
money. 


.\s they worked nine hours a 
day 


their wage was 90 cents. Since Fob- 
rnary 1 their pay has been reduced 
'from 20 cents to 13M. cents, silver 
an hour, but they receive for each

peoples and mammal.-, which lived in 
that far off time, there has developed 
a growing regard 
for 
ruins 
and 


relics which have their stories to tell 
of by-gone ages. 
The national gov- 


ernment is pay-.ng more heed to the 
Aztec ruins in Arizona, and almost 
every state in the union is showing a 
disposition 
to 
preserve 
anything 


which the archaeologist is able to 
point to as forming a link between 
the past and the present. 


In Wisconsin in the Devil's Lake 


-eglon 
are 
mounds 
oE prehistoric 


origin which the archaeological 
so- 


ciety of the state has surveyed and 
which according to the present plan 
are to be included In a large park 
to be es'ab'.ishel by the state. 
It is 


urg-v! lh.it the several fine 
groups 


and sol.tary mounds be appropriately 
marked. 
Although these mounds arc 


prominent and conspicuous it is a 
fact that many summer visitors to the 
section, through ignorance of then- 
presence,

Hest known, 


perhaps, is, a great bird effigy having 
a wing extent of about 1M feet. The 
!great tail is forked and Hie wings arc 
bent near the tip?.

A wholesome and in- 


telligent Interest In Wisconsin's early 
aboriginal remains is becoming mora 
and more general. "It Is significant," 
remarks the Milwaukee Sentinel, "thai 
with a few exceptions all the known 
olligy mounds are confined 
to on; 


state. Thither must all students conn 
for inductive study of these. 


"Can leprosy be cured?" Is a ques- 


tion which apparently has been an- 
swered by a refuge for lepers in Louis- 
iana In the affirmative, and there are 
Indications that within n few years 
the United States will havo a national 
homo for the treatment of the dread 
disease. 


There Is now only one place on this 


continent where the leper may find a 
refuge and a home that will afford 
him all the necessary comforts of life. 
This home Is situated In the state ot 
Louisiana, in Iberville parish, on a 
large tract of land bordering the Mis- 
sissippi river, and In ante-bellum days 
was called Indian 
camp 
plantation. 


The same name still clings to the es- 
tate but instead of an old-fashioned 
plantation house, with Its barns and 
stables and negro quarters and Its 
fields green with cane or white with 
cotton, there is the attractive admin- 
istration building remodeled from the 
ancient plantation "big house." and 
clustered about a number 
of 
low, 


roomy modern brick structures which 
serve as sleeping quarters and treat- 
ment rooms for the patients. 


This is the leper house of the state 


of Louisiana, directly under state over- 
sight and governed by a board of con- 
trol. 
Here for the last few years Dr. 


Isadore Dyer, consulting leprologlst, 
and Dr. Ralph Hopkins, visiting physi- 
cian, have struggled to cure the dis- 
ease, and slowly but surely they have 
demonstrated, they declare, that if it 
be taken in hand before the last stages 
have been reached, leprosy, by means 
of a certain course of treatment. 


Since 
1KIM there have been admit- 


ted to the home 101 patients. 
Of this 


number three have been discharged as 
cured, 40 havo died, 14 havo abscond- 
ed—that Is, run away from the home 
—and 44 remain at Indian Camp. 


Of the three cases discharged the 


first was that of a hoy admitted In 
October, 1902, at the age of 13. 
He 


was discharged December 7, 1904, as 
cured, and has been kept under ob- 
servation ever since. 
Reports show 


that there has been no return of 


any evidence of the disease.

All patients, therefore, are 
required to take dally hot baths, eat 
plenty of wholesome food, without re- 
spect to its being fish, flesh, fowl or 
vegetable, and to spend as much time 
as possible in the open air and sun- 
shine.

essential features of the doctrine of the 
initiathe and referendum, existed in 
this counTy before the constitution 
was framed and adopted and therefore 
is older than that great instrument.

VALUE OF GOOD FOOD SHOWN IN 


PANAMA CANAL WORK, 


Engineers Control Mess Kitchens for 


the Serving of Nourishing 


Meals to ths Laborers 


on the Canal, 


A discovery has been made by tne 


engineers employed In the construc- 
tion or the Panama canal, and that 
Is that food, good food and plenty of 
It, must be depended upon to get a 
good' day's work out of the laborers 
engaged in tho excavating operations. 
And with this discovery has come the 
realization that the feeding of this 
great army of workers fs now one of 
the most vital concerns of the enter- 
prise, 
Where formerly the negroes 


behind the shovel failed to eat enough 
nourishing food 
to 
sustain 
them- 


selves against the climate and nine 
hours daily toll, the government Is 
now feeding them on food which they 
may not like but which la good for 
them. 
They may complain, but the 


belief of the chief ditch diggers Is 
that a great problem has been solved. 
Tho credit is largely due to Jackson 
Smith, superintendent of labor and 
quarters on the Isthmus. 


President Roosevelt while on the 


Isthmus questioned a negro foreman 
who had worked in Panama with the 
French. This foreman now has charge 
ot 20 men. 
An average of four or 


five, ho told tfte president, were taken 
ill each day with sudden 
faint ness. 


This he attributed to their failure to 
food themselves properly. 


Further qui'ntioiiing negro laborers, 


who ounio from tho Barbadoes, Ja- 
mak\i and others of the West Indies, 
President Roosevelt leained that al- 
most without exception the> prepared 
their own food Jn preference to eating 
In the mosses established 
by 
the 


canal commission. 
L*'ft to their own 


resources these negroes dined on a 
couple of yams and a bit of fish. A 
glance Into their cook pots found no 
sign of the dark colors which bubble 
where highly nutritious foods are pre- 
pared. 


It was a noteworthy fact that the 


healthiest negroes on the Isthmus at 
this time wore those in Jail. 
They 


were fed what tho commissariat chose 
to feed them, which wsis thick soups, 
fresh moat and wholesome vegetables. 
The transfer of the work to the en- 
SinoorJns corps will make no change 
in this feeding policy. 


Tne lowest class of laborers re- 


ceived, prior to February 1, when the 
new system was put hi effect, 
20 


cents an hour in silver, which la ten 
cents an hour In American 
money. 


As they worked nine hours a 
day 


their wage was 90 cents. Since Feb- 
ruary 1 their pay has been reduced 
from 20 cents to 13Mi cents, silver, 
an hour, but they receive for each 


nine hours' labor three tickets 
meals at mesa kitchens, which 
are 


located convenient to their work. The 
difference between the old wage and 
the-new Is the cost ot the food. 


The laborer Is not compelled to eat 


Jn the mess kitchen meals, but be is 
not likely to refuse them, when ao 
doing means that he will have 
to 


spend elsewhere a considerable? part 
of the remaining wage for food. The 
practical effect is that upward of 13,- 
000 laborers are being turned from fa- 
miliar but Insufficient food to new but 
nutritious meals. 


Five 
thousand 
Spanish laborers 


have been brought In. 
They have 


none of the faults of the negroes and 
have not fallen Into the habit of neg- 
lecting themselves as to food, Never- 
theless, the negro laborer, who ha*

alternately boon the hope and the de- 
spair of the men who have succeeded 
one another in the direction of the 
canal enterprise, remain the 
labor 


unit. This new plan, is in the direc- 
tion of making the best of the mate- 
rial at hand.

new system was inaugurated.

HOME FOR LEPERS. 


"Can leprosy be cured?" ts a ques- 


tion which apparently has beou an- 
swered by a refuge for lepers in Louis- 
iana in tho afnrmativp. and there are 
indications that within a few years 
the United States will havo a national 
homo for the treatment of the dread 
disease. 


There Is now only one place on this 


continent where the leper may find a 
refuge and a home that will afford 
him all tho necessary comforts of life. 
This home la situated in the state of 
Louisiana, in Ibcrvllle parish, on a 
Jarse tract of land bordering the Mis* 
plBsippl river, and In ante-bellum days 
was called Indian ramp plantation. 
The same name still clings to the OB- 
tato. biit instead of an old-fashioned 
plan tat km house, with its barn a and 
st:ibles and negro quarters and ita 
flolda Kreon with cane or white with 
cotton, there is the attractive admin- 
istration building remodeled from the 
ancient plantation "big house." and 
clustered nbo«ut a number 
of 
low, 


roomy modern brick structures which 
serve as sleeping quarters and treat- 
ment rooms for the patients. 


This is the leper house of the state 


of Louisiana, directly under state over- 
sight ami Kovrrned by a board of con- 
trol 
I lore for the last few years Dr. 


laadore Dyer, consulting leproloplst, 
and Dr. Ralph Hopkins, visiting physi- 
cian, havo slnigsletj to cure the dis- 
ease, and slowly but surely they have 
demonstrated, thf-y declare, that if it 
be taken in hand before the last stages 
hare been reached, leprosy, by means 
oC a certain course of treatment, 


Since 181M there have been admit- 


ted to the home 101 patients. Of this 
number three have been Ufsatiarffed as 
cured, 40 havo died, 14 havo abscond- 
ed—that Is, rim away from the home 
—and 44 remain at Indian Camp. 


Of tho three cases discharged the 


first waa that of a boy admitted in 
October, 1902, at the age of 13. 
He 


was discharged December 7, 1904, as 
cured, and has been kept under ob- 
servation ever since. 
Reports show 


that there has been no return of 


any evidence of the disease. 


The second case was that of 
a 


woman admitted August 10, 1900, at 
the aye of 50, and discharged cured 
December J9, 3905. 
There has been 


no evidence of a recurrence of the 
disease in her case 
This patient was 


kept IS months 
under 
observation 


aft or lesions had disappeared beforo 
she was discharged from the home. 


Tho third case was that ot a woman 


admitted Juno 2, 1904. at the age of. 
30 years, and discharged 
April 
25, 


1908, nirrd. 
She was kept at the 


home more than a year under observa- 
tion after the lesions had disappeared. 


Kiglit of the patients now at the 


home show a type of arrested disease", 
with no active lesions and DO evi- 
dence of the disease except pigmenta- 
tion. 
Of this number at least six are 


now under observation, with a view 
to their discharge after a reasonablo 
period of freedom from the disease. 


This in the triumph of medical act- 


eueo at the Louisiana 
state 
leper 


home, but it Is only the beginning. It 
represents many >ears of toil and self- 
denial on tho part of public spirited 
citizens, 
attending 
physicians, and 


last, but probably greatest of all, the 
Sisters of Charity who have devoted 
thofr lives to ministering to the lep- 
ers.

The method of treatment ts largely 


one of nutrUlpn, it being known that 
if a resistance can be established In 
tho Individual patient the disease will 
disappear. All patients, therefore, are 
required to take daily hot baths, eat 
plenty of wholesome food, without re- 
spect to its being fish, flesh, fowl or 
vegetable, and to spend as much time 
as possible In the open air and sun- 
shine.
